Dustin Ballard showed a calculated location for this corner on his 2011 Route 
Survey for I-69 Section 4, Segment 5 recorded as Greene County Instrument 
Number 2011-0923. Ballard calculated the corner at the midpoint between the 
stone at TwpCor I and the rebar at InCr_A21. 


PERPETUATION RECORD

The corner is on a wooded hillside approximately 1300 feet southwest of the 
house at 9725 Thacker Road and 22.5 feet east of the remains of a north to south 
wire fence. 


THEORY OF LOCATION: Describe the theory of location for acceptance of this monument with 
reference to the recording information for the survey upon which this record is derived. Said recorded survey 
shall be certified by the same professional surveyor who certifies this document, shall identify and accept this 
monument, and shall have been recorded within (3) years of Form submittal. 


Greene County Surveyor W. Clogston set a stone at this corner in 1878. No trace 
was found of the stone or its accessories. In 1996, Lee Utt surveyed a 419.92 acre 
tract in Section 31. Through the course of the 1996 survey, Utt found the stone 
at the SW corner of Section 31, set rebars at the NW, SE, S/4, E/4, CN/16, NE/16, 
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CE/16, and S/16 corners of Section 31, and calculated the NE, W/4, and C/4 
corners of Section 31. We reestablished this corner based on ties to the Lee Utt 
survey. More specifically, this corner was established at the intersection of the 
west line of Section 31 beginning at the Oser rebar found at the Northwest 
corner (InCr_A21) and the stone found at the Southwest corner (TwpCor_ID with 
the east/west half section line beginning at a rebar with Utt cap found at the CE 
1/16 corner of Section 31 (nCr_D23) and a rebar with Utt cap (#10286) found 
99.94 feet westerly of the Center % corner of Section 31 (InCr_C23). This 
position is 0.67 feet south of the midpoint between the Northwest and Southwest 
corners of Section 31 and 0.69 feet north of the proportional location of the 
corner based on record distances from the 1878 Clogston survey. 


UNCERTAINTIES IN THE CORNER LOCATION DUE TO: 

¢ Variances in the Monumentation: Without a chain of records to prove the 
perpetuation of the original wood post, it is impossible to know how the 
monument set at this corner relates to the original location. Therefore, the 
uncertainty cannot be determined. 

¢ Discrepancies in the Documents: 0.7 feet. 

¢ Inconsistencies in the lines of Occupation: 22.5 feet. 

¢ Theoretical Uncertainty (Random Errors in Measurement): The Relative Positional 
Accuracy of this survey is within the specifications for an Indiana Rural 
Survey (0.26 feet plus 200 ppm) as defined in IAC 865. 


MONUMENT PRESERVATION: Describe work done to preserve existing monument. Stone mounds 
should be placed around monuments when stones are readily available.

A steel t-post was set 0.25 feet east of the rebar with a yellow Monroe County 
“PROTECT NEARBY SURVEY MARKER” sign attached 3 feet above grade.

BASIS OF GEODETIC COORDINATES: Describe equipment, date, and personnel used to collect 
coordinates, datum, epoch, geoid and zone. The basis of bearings is Grid North System 
NAD83(2011)/Indiana West NAVD 88, Epoch 2010.0000, geoid18b_conus.db3, US 
Survey Feet. This project was referenced to the National Spatial Reference 
System CORS network using the JAVAD GNSS Data Online Processing Service 
(DPOS) to post-process static observations collected with a Javad Triumph 3 
base. Reported coordinates were determined either from static, RTPK, or RTK 
GNSS observations (Javad Triumph LS Rover) or radially with a conventional 
total station (Nikon Nivo) from points established by GNSS observations. 


WITNESS MONUMENT TIES: Describe at least three new BT's and/or witness objects 
established or work done to preserve existing evidence. The following procedures are provided for 
guidance.

All ties to BT's should be a magnetic nail and washer (state what kind) set in a hack mark at root crown (less 
than 12” above ground) perpendicular to center of tree unless otherwise noted.
